Original terracotta models from the hand 
of Michel Angelo. 

«The genuineness of these clay models of the tombs of 
the Medici at Florence is proven beyond a doubt aside from 
the compitent judgement of the late Professor Dr. Hahnel, 
the authority of Professor Dr. Hermann Grimm (Berlin) is 
conclusive. In his life of Michel Angelo he speaks of these 
terracotte as being genuine, and proves it by saying: The 
left foot of the Giorno seems to have been cut off. Now 
we find in the biography of the Venetian sculptor Vittoria 
a diary notice that on the 20th of April 1562 he bought 
from a certain Nicolo Rosino the left foot of the Giorno of 
Michel Angelo for 3 scudi. The left foot is missing from 
the model now in Professor Dr. Hahnel’s possession, so 
one must conclude that it is above mentioned foot.»
